The first chapter in the Pro- 
duce Co. fire investigation end- 
ed on Saturday last with the 
sentencing of Mrs. Girvin, Sam. 
C.. Wilson’s mother-in-law, to 
a term of two years in the pen- 
itenti on an arson charge. 
In all probability Wilson’s trial 
will be held over to the fall as- 
sizes. The case took up most 
of the court’s tinfe last week. 

Witnesses were called to shaw 


that the buil was burned 
on the night Maroh 2nd. 
Miss Moln and Miss Hunter,

dence that they went with Mr. 
McIntosh after singing school 
on Wednesday evening at about 
10:30 to the uce Companys 
building, to attend to a in 


the stove. 

Arriving there, Mr. McIntosh 
had considerable trouble in un- 
locking the Yale lock, as the 
thumb latch would not open un 
til after considerable shaking, 
and lighting a lamp they found 
that handle of a spoon had 
been inserted in the lock on the 
inside of the door.

This caused considerable con- 
cern, and they took a lantern 
to the stable at the rear of the 
building, to see if Wilson had 
come up from Calgary to 
iis team, as he intended doing, 
and found everything _ there. 

They then returned to the store 

and telephoned the Adelphi ho- 

tel to see if Wilson had register- 
ed, but found he had not. They 
had about decided to call the 
police, when footsteps were 

eard upstairs, and a_ voice 

from there called Miss Mcln- 
tosh, and Mrs. Girvin came 
down to the front part; she 
said, in explanation that Sam, 
(meaning Wilson) had sent her 
up for some papers, which she 
had just found, when she heard 
footsteps ng a veer , and not 
wanting to found any of 
the employees had locked the 
door and hidden upstairs. 

She claimed to have lost the 
key, but though the four hunt- 
ed it could not be found. In 
ef Mr. McIntosh notic- 
ed some liquid on the floor that 
looked as though a leaky oil 

_can had been set there, and the 

liquid had run along a crack in 
the floor. He called Mrs. Gir- 
-vin’s attention to this; she 
said she knew nothing about it, 
but thought it must have been 
caused by a leak in the roof. 
Mrs. Girvin then left and the 
three went upstairs again to 
have another look round, and 
found a bundle about 15 inches 
long wrap in pa and tied 
with a pink ribbon hidden in an 
empty egg crate, Not thinking 
anything of it, they did not 
look further, but went home. 

The next morning Mr. Mcln- 
tosh looked at the bundle, and 
found it contained a bunch of 
dry kindling wood. On Thurs- 
day morning Mrs. Girvin came 
to the store between 8 and 9 
and wanted Mr. McIntosh to 
yet another Yale lock with 3 
keys so that she could have one 
as hers for the present lock was 
lost. She could also send one 
to Wilson at Calgary, but this 
was not done.

She also stated that on 
Thursday night she had heard 
a knock at her door which was 
on the same floor as Mrs. Gir- 
vin’s and on going to the door 
saw the delendant who asked 
her if she would show her up to 
her room. Upon being asked 
which one it was, said she was 
not sure if it was 19 or 29, The 
witness then went with her to 
the top of the’stairs, and  see- 
ing Mr. Inskip below, asked 
which one it was, and he_ said 
29, The next witness, Miss Lehn 
a waitress at the Adelphi hotel, 
seen Mrs.Gir- 
vin come out her room a 
few minutes after the fire bell 
had started to ring. She asked 
witness where the fire was and 
as Miss Lehn did not know ow- 
ing to the position of the build- 
ing, Mrs. Girvin returned to her 
room and was not even again. 


Mr. Inskip was recalled, and 
testified that on Lacprigic cf the 
chambermaid was not able’ to 


attend to Mrs. Girvin’s room as 
the door was locked on the in- 
side. He stated that he had re- 
cognized the defendant, when 
‘she was at the.top of the stairs 
with Miss Pratt when she was 


enquiring as to the number of 
her room. 
This closed the case for the 


crown, and at this stage the 
counsel for the defence applied 
to the judge to have the case 
dismissed, but the application 
was refused and Mrs. Girvin 
was then put on the stand on 
her own behalf. :

Canada recently in the pet 
son of Miss Madge Bruce, of Dunbar, 
Scotland. In appearance Miss Bruce 
is very refined, with a Aow pitehed 
voice and a witty, fluent manner of 
speaking; but her address caused her 
hearers more than one thrill of sur- 
prise. She carries her views of the 
equality of the sexes to great lengths, 
for to a mixed audience she calmly 
made statements which would have 
been calculated to raise a blush in 
a meeting for men pale. What is 
more, Miss Bruce talked in a matter- 
of-fact way as though she was doing 
nothing out of the ordinary. ~ 

As a historian, Misg Bruce would 
be very interesting as she gives some 
odd interpretations of recent episodes 
in England. She eays that Lord 
Gladstone received a peerage and the 
appvintment as representative of the 
crown in South Lirica, because of 
mistakes made in dealing with Lady 
Constance Lytton. That young lady 
was arrested for militant tactics, but 
as the men in the jail could not force 
a real jive peeress to eat, they allbow- 
ed her to go on the pretext that her 
heart was weak. Later she wore the 
disguise of a seamstress when ar- 
rested, and found that she did not 
recejve such lenient treatment. When 
the facts became known, Miss Bruce 
claims that it was thought well to 
dispense with Lord Gladstone's pres 
ence on the Government benches. 

Miss Bruce possesses a record as a 
militant suffragette herself. She is a 
fighter for her sex against the tyran- 
nies of man, and on one occasion, 
she got up in a court room and be- 
rated her father, who is a magistrate, 
because he addressed a young wo- 
man in the dock as “prisener.” To 
the feminine mind of his daughter, 
this looked lke an infringement of 
the rule of British justice that every 
person is innocent until proved 
guilty. Even in a land where yellow 
journals are scarce Miss Bruce’s ac- 
tion brought herself and her father 
very much into the public eye.

DAIRYING SAVES 
FERTILITY 


Every year the acres that 
provide for the dairy cow are 
growing richer while those that 
are devoted to exclusive grain 
farming are growing poorer 
and becoming less productive. 
The reason is not hard to dis- 
cover, for it is a fact that 
With e ton of wheat that 
& man s from his farm _ he 
is bound to lose some fertility. 
According to analysis in most 
instances, this loss amounts to 
$8.60 per ton. For every ton 
of cdrn that is sold approxi- 
mately $6.50 worth of fertility 
is lost. Should these feeds be 
converted into dairy products 
such as cream or butter, every 
ton of butter sold, ‘which is 
usually worth from eight to ten 
times as much as wheat but 36 
cents worth of fertility is remov 
ed from the farm. If the 
commercial value of a ton of 
wheat be established at 75 cents 
per bushel and the commercial 
value of a ton of butter be es- 
timated at 25 cents per pound, 
then for every $100 worth of 
wheat that is sold $34.40 worth 
of fertility is removed from the 
soil, while with each $100 worth 
of butter that is gold, only 7 
cents worth of fertility is re 
moved.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 
NY perso nwho is sole head of a fam 

ily or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter Section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 

Saskatchewan or Alberta. The applicant 

must appear in person at the Dominion 

Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 

trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 

any agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
ister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.— Six months’ residence upon 
“nd cultivation of the land in each of three 
vears. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
at least 80 acres solely owned and occu- 
vied by him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister. . 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
cection alongside his homestead. — Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from date of homestead entry 
Gnemdinge the time required to earn home- 
stead patent) and cultivate fifty acres 
extra. ; 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties,—Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate fifty acres 
and erect a house worth $300.00.
